The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a computer-implemented method and system of analyzing a non- 
enumerated virtual library comprising the steps of the instant claims, specifically comprising 
selecting compounds from enumerated compounds based on at least one fitness function.

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Conclusion 

Claims 1, 7, 8, and 10-23 are allowed. Claims 2-6, 9, and 24-48 have been cancelled. It 
is noted that certain previously cancelled claims were omitted from the claims listing in the 
amendment filed 2/1 1/08, including cancelled claims 3-6, 9, 27-30, and 33. 

Applicant's amendments to the claims have overcome the outstanding rejections under 35 
use 101. 

The outstanding rejections under 35 USC 1 12, 2°'' paragraph are withdrawn in view of 
the claim amendments. 

The outstanding rejections under 35 USC 1 12, 1**' paragraph are withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's arguments and claim amendments.
